Action of Mayor Isen in removing Councilman Drale 
from the Inter-City Highway Committee this week is being 
criticized by many who are aware of Drale's long interest 
In the highway problem and his major contribution to the 
progress of highways in this area.

The IIERALB believes the mayor acted hastily and 
with a greater regard to political obligations than to his 
obligation to the people of this area to have the most 
qualified representative on this important body.

The Inter-City Highway Committee, composed of civic 
leaders and officials of Torrance and South Bay cities, 
through the past several years has made state officials 
acutely aware of the pressing need for major highway con­ 
struction throughout the area, The committee has been 
largely credited with lopping several years off the time 
schedule for both the Harbor and San Diego Freeways pro­ 
posed for this part of the county.

Under the chairmanship of Drale, the San Diego Com­ 
mittee set up by the Inter-City group visited Sacramento 

| and put facts and figures before the California Highway 
  Commission which brought a change in the project schedule 
; to the benefit of construction here.

Later the group, with Drale again as spokesman, ap­ 
peared before the Highway Commission in Sacrame'nto and 
pleaded the cause of the San Diego Freeway and added 
early completion of the Harbor Freeway at least to 190th 
St., to the committee's requests.

To remove Drale from this committee deprives the 
city of Torrance and the Inter-City Committee of several 
years of valuable experience, which includes an acquaint­ 
ance witn members of the Highway Commission and other 

t important bodies.

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THURSDAY'S PUZZLE ANSWER
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In early days bitter dis­ 
putes arose over land bound­ 
aries, especially where 
marked by streams. For as 
the stream bed shifted, the 
boundaries changed. With 
years a river could slowly add 
land to its east bank, say, at 
the expense of the land own­ 
er on the west bank. Here 
the law of "accretion" helps 
to set boundaries and thus 
end disputes.

1. Where land forms im­ 
perceptibly upon a stream's 
hunk, that land belonys to 
the owner of tho bank (sub­ 
ject to any existing right of 
way over it).

2. Except where the land 
grant says otherwise, the 
owner takes to tho ordinary 
high water mark whim tho 
land borders to tidewater.

3. When the land borders 
on a liduluss navigable lake 
or stream, the owner takes to 
the edge of the water at low- 
water mark.

4. In other cases the owner 
takes to thu middle of (lie 
luko or stream.

Land deposited impercepti­ 
bly by uciTi'tion belongs to 
the owner of tho bank

When a strouni tours away

a large piece of land, the 
owner who lost it may re­ 
claim it within a year after 
the other land owner takes 
possession of it.

The rule of accretion ap­ 
plies only to rivers and 
streams. But a similar com­ 
mon law rule applies also to 
land on the ocean, depending 
on the parties' intent.

The law of accretion, like 
other law, serves two main 
purposes: To forestall dis; 
putes and to do justice. In 
the early days, when violence 
might break out over a ques­ 
tion of boundary, both pur­ 
poses were important   as 
they are today.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITT 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF TOH- 
RANCK REPEALING SECTION 
12.21 OF "THE CODE OF TUB

Torrance doea ordain u follows:

That Section 12.21 of "The Code of 
tho City of Torrancfl, 1964" 1* hereby 
repealed and the following provisions 
substituted therefor to read In their 
entirety as follows: 

"Section 12.21. General require. 
mtnti for llcenieet. 

It shall be unlawful for any per­ 
son to sell or otherwise distribute 
fireworks without complying with 
all of the following provisions: 

(a) Fireworks stands need 
not comply with the provision* 
nf the Building Code of the 
City; provided, however, that 
all stands shall be erected un­ 
der tho Huuervlalon of the sup­ 
erintendent of' building who 
shall require that stands b* 
constructed In a manner which 
will reasonably Insure the safe­ 
ty of attendants and patrons, 

(b) If, In the judgment of 
the chief of the fire department 
or the superintendent of build­ 
ing, the construction of th* 
mauds or the conduct of the 
operations therein do not con­ 
form to the provision* of thla . 
article, such officers, or either 
of them, may order the «tand» 
Immediately closed, 

(c) The front ot all fire­ 
work* stands »hall be com­ 
pletely enclosed from the coun­ 
ter to the roof with hardware 
wire cloth the opening! of 
which shall not exceed one- 
quarter Inch ln-slte; except for 
openings to permit delivery of 
merchandise to the proipectlrej 
customer, which openlngR' shall 
not be larger than twelve 
Indie* by eighteen Inches in 
alze.

(n) No stand shall be placed 
closer than twenty feet to 'a 
side or rear property line, nor 
closer than twenty '«et to any 
other building or structure, 

(o) All weeds and combusti­ 
ble material shall be ' cleared 
from the location of the stand. 
Including a distance of at least, 
twenty feet surrounding the 
stand, 

(p) Each stand must have 
an adult watchman In attend­ 
ance and in charge thereof 
 when the stand is not being 
used for the sale and dlipens- 
Ing ot fireworks. 

«l) The sale of fireworks 
shall not begin before 12:00 
o'clock noon on tho 28th day 
of June and shall not continue 
utter 12:00 o'clock midnight on 
tliu 4th day of July, 

(r) All unsold stock and ac­ 
companying litter shall be re­ 
moved from the location hy 
11MH) o'clock noon on the 6lh 
day of July. 

(») Thn fireworks stand shall 
bo removed from thu tempo­ 
ral v locution by 12:00 o'clock 
noon on the 18th day of July, 
and all accompanying litter 
shall bo cleared from said loca­ 
tion by said time and date.
